The 
more successful we have been in prevent- 
ing land grabbing and the absorption of

A favorite one is to assert that 
the forest sen-ice, in its zeal for the 
public welfare, has played ducks and 
drakes with the acts of Congress. 
"The fact is the service has had war- 
rant of law for everything it has done. 
Not once since It was created has any 
charge of illegality, despite 
the

searching investigation and the bitterest 
attack over led to reversal or reproof by 
either H'Uise of Congress or by any con- 
gi * sslonal committee. 
"Since the forest service called public 
attention to the, rapid 
absorption of 
water power sit PS and the 
threatening-

]v, attacks upon It have Increased with 
marked rapidity. I expect that they will 
continue to do so. Still greater opposi- 
tion is promised in the near future.

building in the 
outlying residence districts will 


stagnate, while population will go to other places 
•where transit conditions are more convenient and 
favorable to growth.

Ratifying 
the Geary 
street 


proposition can only be done rationally on the as- 
sumption that the municipality must ultimately 
own and operate all the 
street railroads in the 


citv. 
Otherwise its 
endorsement will 
merely 


annually increasing their output. New territory 
is being opened up. The Kern river oil-bearing 
belt has extended into the Mohave desert region 
and the later wells opened are yielding a greater 
volume of oil than those which have been operated 
for several years past. 
And the 
output of one 


district, in the southern end of the San Joaquin 
Valley oil-producing territory—Coalinga—yielded 
during the year now closing 15,000,000 barrels—a 
larger volume than it has ever done in the same 
period in its past history.

The truth is that neither the Geological Survey 


nor any other expert

limitation on the life of California oil production.

Estimates on the fuel productive capacity of 


the United States are, in fact, all faulty.

ample : It has been recently developed that the 
coal measures in Washington, within fifty miles 
of Seattle, have been grossly 
underestimated, 


through the discovery at greater depths of other 
coal measures than those previously 
worked of 


superior quality and greater volume, thus revo- 
lutionizing all previous estimates.

According to the San Bernandino Index, the 


Imperial Valley produced twelve hundred bales 
this year from the first experiment in cotton rais- 
ing, for which a good market was obtained in the 
Oakland cotton mills. This was simply an experi- 
ment to test the adaptability of the territory re- 
claimed through irrigation 
from

desert. 
The gross 
returned from $70 to 


S103 per acre. It is represented that the Oakland 
mills will furnish next year a market for ten thou- 
sand bales and that the felt factory at Dolgeville, 
Los Angeles county, will take at least twelve hun- 
dred bales more. 


This is the beginning of a new California in- 


dustry. It is estimated that the Imperial Valley 
can produce one million bales a year, if necessary, 
and the success of the first experiment in cotton 
growing there 
promises 
the future 
expansion 


of the industry on a large scale. It is reasonably 
assumed that the Imperial Valley can get away 
easily with the Japanese 
trade in raw cotton, 


which the Gulf States now controls, because of the 
short haul from the valley to the Pacific seaboard 
as compared with the long land haul from the 
Gulf States to Seattle, by which route the Jap- 
anese cotton r Minfacturcrs now obtain their raw- 
cotton supph. 


The importance of the success of the Imperial 


Valley experiment in cotton culture lies in the 
fact that California may in a short time become the 
successful 
rival of the 
cotton-producing 
Gulf 


States, which have, up to the present time, been 
the chief reliance of the world for raw cotton for 
the past one hundred years. When the Federal 
Government's Colorado River irrigation plant is 
fully developed the area in the Southern California 
desert region capable of producing raw cotton will 
be greatly expanded.

The seventh annual convention of the 
Business Educp.tors" Association ft Cali- 
fornia 
opened

assembly hall of the Polytechnic Busi- 
ness College and more

seventy 
delegates from all part* of the State 
were In attendance. After an Informal 
recep.ion I. Harrison. Clay, president of 
the Oakland Chamber of Commen e. wel- 
comed the visitors. 
He was fillowed 
with an address from W. E. Gibson of 
Oakland, the president of the association. 
Responses were made by the past presi- 
dents, E. P. H^ald, H. E. Cox. Mrs. F. 
Browrsbereer, J. S. Sweet and J. R. 
Humphreys. 
Mr. Gibson. In reviewing the history 
of the organization and the worn It is 
doing, called attention to Business being 
the greatest 
professions 
and iipaphe- 
sled that the victories of the twentieth 
century will be econofic victories. 
He 
said that great strides have been made 
in the last few yeara In fitting young 
men for the battles of the world, but 
declared that the orylnff need of t Jday Is 
honesty and 
Integrity 
and 
that 
the 
business men should be taught 
more 
what Is honest gain and the ways of so- 
curing It. 


GIBSON MAKES ADDRESS. 
Gibson's address was as follows: 
"We ore met as a body of earnest 
thinking men and women to dlsctiss Im- 
portant questions touching the welfate 
and betterment of business education. 
"The Business Educators' Association 


of California has to do with the working 
oat ot principles, methods end fystemj 
as well as the application of that tcchn(- 
cal training which is demanded In tho 
business world of today. 
"Without a knowledge of how to ap- 
ply an education. It is without great 
value. 
"A business education consists then 
not only of a knowledge of accounts, 
mathematics, literature and other allied 
branches, but also of the cover to give 
direction and apply the knowiedgs from 
these r-.any sources. 
"Business education occupies no mean 
pla-e In the ffreat educational world to- 
day, and the Business Educators Asso- 
ciation is to be congratulated upon the 
great good it has already accomplished. 
"Business is today the greatest of all 
professions. 
Business at the present 
day is a new occupation, and requires a 
broad training, 
more 
extensive 
and 
thorough' than was required und^r con- 
ditions of forty years ago. P-isltlons 
of 
responsibility 
reiulre intelligence, 
sound judgment, mental equilibrium and 
accurate conclusions—powers that educa- 
tion alone can develop. Manufax turlne. 
transportation, 
merchandising, 
or 
the 
organization of any great industry, all 
these offer a field of great 
practical 
utility and those who 
undertake 
to 
handle these difficult problems will suc- 
ceed or fail, as they are able to .inulyae 
the situations and meet their lie mands. 
"Schools cannot create demands nor 
furnish opportunities for the application 
of knowledge, 
but 
will do whely 
to 
adapt themselves to eonditlSr.s <is they 
find them. The success of our cause lies 
in rifintly interpreting the past; a close 
study of the present at:d a proper fore- 
cast of the future.

"Men 
in business need a training that 
will enable them to understand every de- 
tail. Our schools should impart by at- 
mosphere and example this great business 
essential, and its ultimate aim "should 
be not only to educate but to build char- 
acter.

"Someone has Bald study Is the cov- 
enant between man and immortality, the 
bond between the present and the here- 
after, the link between time and eternity. 
"If a man have great talents, study will 
improve them, if he have moderate tal- 
e<nts study will make up the deficiency. 
"Success in life comes not 
so 
much 
from natural talents, but 
through 
the 
proper training and proper development 
of those talents. 
"The real genius of success in business 
is represented by the word work. Genius 
does not have a peculiar cell In tha mind, 
which in some mvsteripus mann.-r may 
be unlocked by letting in new light. Ge- 
nius ts not so much a 'natural 
gift.' 
rather it opens the way patien'Iy and 
laboriously until after a while success 
is attained. 


QUESTION OF GENIUS. 
"Once upon a time a young mnn after 
having completed a certain work, ap- 
proached a sage with the question: 'Don't 
you think I am a genius?' 
And he re- 
ceived the following reply; 'Has your dil- 
igence been greater as the difficulties 
which you met increased, like H'-rschel? 
Have you been content to advnnco In 
knowledge, little by little, like Newton? 
lias not a single day nassed without a 
line devoted to your labors, lihe Apel 
lea? 
Have you kept your composition 
nine years under your eye, as advised 
by Horace, and all that time, by day and 
by nipht, examined the writings (>f those 
who have lived before you? Hove you 
labored to conquest physical defeats and 
struggled as It were, against nature, like 
Demosthenes? Have you become j!O In- 
terested In your undertaking that you 
would forget to eat or sleep, like Edison? 
Have you always done more than you 
were paid for doing? Have you been so 
loyal to your employer that you would 
sacrifice- an opportunity for your own 
promotion that his might be advanced? 
Have you used your every power and 
then waited year after vear patiently and 
honestly for results* If so. then you are 
a genius. If you have been unwilling to 
do like things. If ybu. have been a mur- 
murer and a complainer, you have been 
a failure.' 


"By possessing the solrit of true genius 
(which is hard work) man may accom- 
plish whatever lie wills to accomplish, 
because he possesses the pctwer which 
originates; the power which gives him 
faith in himself; the nower to F<_ and 
analyze the future: and thought, at times, 
the day may be dark and a discouraging 
outlook appears, yet true genius does not 
falter and each succeeding day he haa 
the added power of all the days gone 
before, and like the words of the poet 
v,-ho wrote: "We build the ladder b.v which 
we rise from the lowly earth 
to 
the 
vaulted skies.' 


"While we are living In a great com- 
mercial BEC. and of frenzied finance, we 
should not forget that the way of success 
lies in the old beaten pathway of work. 
We should, therefore, hold firmly to the 
ethical side of character teaching our 
young men and women that their for- 
tunes He in their own brain and charac- 
ter, and tliat they must learn to depend 
upon themselves, upon their own Inherent 
powers, cultivated as they may cultivate 
them. That they should not be deceived 
by the exterior Indications of those who 
seem to be examples of success, but ra- 
ther, by what they have really done."
